That  the  Assess- 
ment Rolls  for  the  year  1906,  as  finally  passed,  shall 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Assessors  and  Collectors  of  said 
Districts  until  the  said  30th  day  of  June,  1906,  and 
that  all  taxes  shall  be  collected  in  accordance  there- 
with up  to  and  including  that  date.  That  immediately 
after  said  30th  June,  where  it  may  be  necessary  to 
transfer  the  names  of  the  assessed  persons  on  the  rolls 
of  the  respective  Assessment  Districts,  or  to  transfer 
the  descriptions  of  assessed  property  from  one  district 
to  the  other  district,  in  consequence  of  the  change  in 
the  boundaries  between  the  said  two  Assessment 
Districts,  the  Assessors  and  Collectors  are  authorised 
to  make  such  transfers  and  to  collect  any  arrears  of 
taxes  due  at  said  30th  day  of  June  by  the  persons  and 
property  so  transferred  to  their  respective  Assessment 
Districts.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relatino  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
AV  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  -Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders 
57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
, modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
| House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
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Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills : — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended- to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  1\  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Hills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

Ar.  v exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.

NEW  WESTMINSTER  BY-LAWS. 

“LULU  ISLAND  TRANSFER  BY-LAW,  1906.” 


A By-law  to  authorise  the  Council  to  convey  certain 
lands  belonging  to  the  Corporation  on  Lulu  Island 
to  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Provin.ce  of  British 
Columbia. 

WHEREAS  Alexander  Ewen  has  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  which  agreement  is  in  the  words 
and  figures  following,  that  is  to  say : — 

“This  agreement  made  the  seventh  day  of  March, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  six,  between  Alexander  Ewen,  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  and  Province  of  British  Columbia,  here- 
inafter called  the  party  of  the  first  part,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster, hereinafter  called  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  of  the  other  part : 

“Whereas  the  party  of  the  second  part  is  the  owner 
of  a portion  of  Lot  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
(757),  Group  one  (1),  New  Westminster  District,  situ- 
ate south  of  the  Lulu  Island  Road,  and  bounded  on 
the  north  by  said  Lulu  Island  Road,  on  the  west  by 
Blocks  twenty-four  (24)  and  nine  (9),  on  the  south  by 
the  Fraser  River,  and  on  the  east  by  Blocks  seven  (7) 
and  eight  (8),  containing  twenty-five  (25)  acres,  more 
or  less,  as  shewn  on  the  official  plan  of  survey  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  and  thereon  marked  ‘City 
of  New  Westminster,  25.0  a,’  and  which  portion  is 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  Parcel  Number  One: 

“And  whereas  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  the 
owner  of  another  portion  of  said  Lot  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  (757),  Group  one  (1),  New  Westmin- 
ster District,  more  particularly  known  and  described 
as  Block  ‘A,’  as  shown  on  the  official  plan  or  survey  of 
the  said  City  of  New  Westminster,  and  containing 
fifty  (50)  acres,  more  or  less,  which  portion  is  herein- 
after referred  to  as  Parcel  Number  Two: 

“And  whereas  the  party  of  the  first  part  is  the 
owner  of  the  greater  part  of  the  remaining  portion  of 
said  Lot  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (757),  Group 
one  (1),  and  is  obtaining  a grant  from  the  Crown  in 
the  right  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  of  Lot 
seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (758),  Group  one  (1), 
New  Westminster  District,  upon  consideration  of  his 
obtaining  a conveyance  from  the  party  of  the  second 
part  to  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  of  said  Parcel  Number  One: 

And  whereas  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  has 
agreed  that  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
grant  and  convey  to  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  said  Parcel  Number  One 
he  will  dyke  and  ditch  for  draining,  according  to  plans 
and  specifications  hereto  attached,  the  said  Lots  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  (757)  and  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  (758),  Group  one  (1),  including  the  land 
belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and 
hereinbefore  referred  to  as  Parcel  Number  Two: 

“Now  this  indenture  witnesseth  that  in  consider- 
ation of  the  premises  and  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1) 
now  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  (the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby 
acknowledged),  he,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
for  himself,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and 
assigns,  hereby  covenants,  promises  and  agrees  to  and 
with  the  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  that  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  after 
the  assent  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  first  have  been  had  and  obtained,  shall  grant  and 
convey  to  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  the  said  portion  of  Lot  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  (757),  Group  one(l),  New  Westminster 
District,  herein  referred  to  as  Parcel  Number  One,  and 
containing  twenty-five  (25)  acres,  more  or  less,  he,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  his  heirs,  executors, 
administrators  or  assigns,  will,  with  all  reasonable  dis- 
patch, and  according  to  plans  and  specifications  hereto 
attached,  construct  and  keep  in  repair  for  a period  of 
two  (2)  years  after  completion  thereof  a good  and  suf- 
ficient dyke  and  all  canals,  drains,  flood-gates  and 
ditches  necessary  for  draining  the  said  land,  including 
the  said  portion  of  Lot  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
(757),  Group  one  (1),  New  Westminster  District,  here- 
inbefore referred  to  as  Parcel  Number  Two  (2),  and 
containing  fifty  (50)  acres,  more  or  less.  All  work  to 
be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Engineer  or 
whoever  the  Council  may  appoint  as  Inspector.

And  whereas  by  section  51  of  the  “New  Westmin- 
ster Act,  1888,  Amendment  Act,  1889,”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  have 
full  power  to  deal  with  the  real  property  belonging  to 
the  Corporation  on  Lulu  Island,  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  execute  all  deeds  and  instruments  to  effect- 
uate same,  provided  that  the  assent  of  the  ratepayers 
of  the  Municipality  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be 
first  had  and  obtained  in  like  manner  as  is  requisite 
for  the  issue  of  debentures  for  the  raising  of  any  loan: 

And  whereas  the  said  Council  is  desirous  of  convey- 
ing a portion  of  the  said  lands  more  particularly 
described  in  the  said  agreement,  and  therein  referred 
to  as  Parcel  Number  One,  and  containing  twenty-five 
(25)  acres,  more  or  less,  to  the  Crown  in  the  right  of 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  said  agree- 
ment :

the  Fraser  River,  and  on  the  east  by  Blocks  seven  (7) 
and  eight  (8),  and  containing  twenty-five  (25)  acres, 
more  or  less,  as  shewn  on  the  official  plan  of  survey  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster,  and  thereon  marked 
“City  of  New  Westminster  25.0  a,”  which  portion  is 
referred  to  in  the  said  agreement  as  Parcel  Number 
One,  and  to  execute  conveyance  thereof,  which  con- 
veyance shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

2.  This  by-law,  before  the  final  passing  thereof, 
shall  receive  the  assent  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  said 
Corporation  in  like  manner  as  is  requisite  for  the  issue 
of  debentures  for  the  raising  of  any  loan. 

3.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “Lulu  Island  Trans- 
fer By-Law,  1906.”

ON  a Report  dated  1st  March,  1906,  from  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  stating  that  by  an  Order  in 
Council,  dated  31st  May,  1902,  certain  lands  surround- 
ing Coquitlam  Lake,  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, were  sold  to  the  City  of  New  Westminster  at  a 
nominal  price  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  from  con- 
tamination the  waters  of  that  Lake  from  which  the 
City  obtains  its  domestic  supply.  The  sale  of  the 
land,  however,  did  not  convey  the  timber  within  the 
area  sold,  and  in  order  to  co-operate  with  the  City  this 
timber  was  reserved  from  sale  by  Order  in  Council 
dated  the  17th  of  August,  1904. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  application  having 
been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  per- 
mission to  cut  the  timber  on  this  land  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  regulations  in  that  behalf,  and  advice 
having  been  received  from  the  Mayor  of  New  West- 
nnnster  to  the  effect  that  a satisfactorv  arrangement 
could  be  made  between  the  Corporation  and  the  per- 
sons securing  the  right  to  cut  the  timber  on  the  above 
land,  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  August,  1904, 
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was  rescinded  by  an  Order  dated  the  8th  November, 
1905,  in  so  far  as  it  applied  to  the  available  portion  of 
the  tract  in  connection  with  which  application  had 
been  made  to  cut  timber.

17.  The  Local  Board  may  inspect  any  slaughter-house,  dairy,  vegetable  or 
fruit  garden  without  the  district,  where  meat,  milk,  butter,  fruit  or  vegetables 
intended  for  sale  within  the  district  is  slaughtered,  collected,  made,  prepared 
or  grown,  and  if  it  is  found  that  such  places  or  things  are  in  any  way  dangerous 
to  health,  or  are  not  constructed,  managed  or  kept  in  accordance  with  any 
specifications,  requirements  or  regulations  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health, 
the  Board  may  prohibit  the  bringing  or  sale  of  any  such  article  of  food  within 
its  district. 
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Water  Supply. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  every  house  within  the  Province  to  Duty  of  houseowner, 
provide  for  the  occupants  of  the  same  a sufficient  supply  of  pure  and  whole- 
some drinking  water ; and  in  case  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  any  such 

house  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  or  are  not  satisfied  with  the  wholesome- 
ness or  sufficiency  of  such  supply,  he  or  they  may  apply  to  the  Board  to 
determine  as  to  the  same ; and  if  the  supply  be  found  sufficient  and  whole- 
some, then  the  expenses  incident  to  such  determination  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  occupant  or  occupants  so  applying,  or  by  the  Board  when  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  makes  the  application  ; and  if  the  supply  be  found  to  be  not  suffi- 
cient and  wholesome,  then  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner ; and  in  either  case 
the  said  charges  shall  be  recoverable  in  a summary  manner  before  one  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

19.  In  case  the  water  supply  as  aforesaid  is  drawn  from  a well  or  spring,  Complaints.  How 
any  person  complaining  of  the  quality  of  the  water  therein  shall  make  com-  ma^e>  e^c- 
plaint  to  the  Local  Board  or  Sanitary  Inspector,  in  writing,  giving  full  infor- 
mation as  to  the  location  of  the  well  or  spring  complained  of,  and  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  number  of  persons  or  animals  using  the  water 

from  the  said  well  or  spring ; and  upon  receipt  of  the  complaint  in  writing 
as  aforesaid,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  procure  a 
sample  of  the  water  from  such  well  or  spring  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one 
credible  witness,  which  sample  shall  be  immediately  sealed  up  by  said  Inspector 
in  an  air-tight  receptacle,  and  be  given  or  forwarded  by  him  to  an  analyst 
named  or  appointed  by  the  Provincial  or  Local  Board  of  Health ; and  on 
receipt  of  the  report  of  the  analyst  the  Local  Board  shall  act  in  accordance 
with  the  report. 

20.  Whenever  it  can  be  shown  that  danger  exists  or  may  arise  to  the  Duty  of  local  health 
health  of  the  inhabitants  from  the  insufficiency  or  unwholesomeness  of  the  authorities, 
existing  supply  of  water,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  local  health  authorities 

to  provide  the  district  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction  with  a supply  of  whole- 
some water,  if  a proper  supply  can  be  got  at  reasonable  cost,  and  such  local 
health  authority  may  make  reasonable  rules  respecting  and  charges  for  such 
water  supply,  and  such  charges  may  be  collected  in  a summary  manner  before 
one  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

21.  When  a wholesome  public  supply  of  water  has  been  provided,  either  Compulsory  use  of 
by  the  Local  Plealth  or  a water  company,  the  Board  may  compel  the  aban-  public  supply, 
doning  the  use  of  any  well,  spring,  or  other  source  of  water  supply,  and 

require  the  owner  of  any  house  to  connect  his  house  with  the  water  mains 
of  such  public  supply  whenever  the  same  extend  to  or  pass  by  his  property. 

22.  All  wells  which  are  in  use,  whether  such  wells  are  public  or  private.  Wells  to  be  cleaned 
shall  be  cleaned  out  on  or  before  the  15th  days  of  March  and  October  in  out>  etc- 

each  year;  and  in  case  the  Local  Board  certifies  that  any  well  should  be 
filled  up,  such  well  shall  be  forthwith  filled  up  by  the  owner  of  the  premises. 

23.  Every  well  hereafter  sunk  or  dug  shall  be  located  at  least  one  hundred  Distance  of  wells 
feet  from  any  probable  source  of  contamination,  such  as  a privy-vault,  cess-  ^rom  possible  source 
pool,  manure  heap,  stable,  or  pig-sty,  and  at  least  twenty  feet  from  any  °*  contamination. 
dwelling  house,  and  at  least  four  hundred  feet  from  any  cemetery  or  dumping 

ground ; unless,  owing  to  the  physical  conformation,  contamination  of  such 
well  be  impossible  from  such  cemetery  or  dumping  ground.  Any  like  source 
of  contamination  existing  within  the  aforesaid  distances  from  any  well  now 
in  use  shall  be  removed  where  possible,  or  in  default  the  well  shall  be  aban- 
doned and  filled  up  ; but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  wells  situated  less  than 
twenty  feet  from  a dwelling  house,  unless  other  good  cause  than  proximity 
to  such  dwelling  house  can  be  shown  why  such  well  shall  be  abandoned. 

24.  No  person  shall  bathe,  or  wash,  or  cleanse  any  wool,  cloth,  leather,  Contaminating  wells 
skins,  or  animals,  or  put  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  dead  animal,  or  part  of  °r  public  supply 
the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal,  or  any  decayed  or  filthy  animal  or  vegetable  f0l’bkffien- 
matter,  in  or  near  any  stream  or  the  tributary  of  any  stream,  well,  spring, 

reservoir,  pond,  or  other  source  from  which  water  or  ice  is  drawn,  taken  or 
used  for  domestic  purposes;  or  shall  cause,  permit  or  suffer  any  sewage, 
washings,  or  other  offensive  matter  from  any  sink,  privy-closet,  cess-pool, 
factory,  trade’s  establishment,  slaughter-house,  wash-house,  tannery,  or  other 
place  over  which  he  shall  have  control,  to  flow  or  percolate  thereinto,  or  into 
any  drain  or  pipe  communicating  therewith  ; or  cause  any  other  thing  to  be 
done  whereby  the  water  supply  of  any  city,  town,  village,  community  or 
household  is  in  anywise  tainted  or  fouled,  or  rendered  unfit  for  drinking  or 
domestic  purposes. 

Keeping  of  Animals. 

25.  No  hog  shall  be  kept  except  in  pens  one  hundred  feet  from  any  house,  Hogs, 
well  or  public  highway,  with  floors  constructed  impervious  to  water  and

kept  free  from  standing  liquids,  and  regularly  cleansed  and  disinfected.  The 
Local  Board  shall,  in  order  to  prevent  nuisance,  have  power  to  limit  the 
number  of  hogs  kept  in  any  pen  or  enclosure. 

Stable.  26.  The  keeper  of  every  livery  or  other  stable  shall  not  wash  or  clean  his 

carriages  or  horses,  or  cause  them  to  be  washed  or  cleaned,  in  the  streets  or 
public  ways,  or  otherwise  encumber  or  befoul  the  same,  and  shall  keep  his 
stable  and  stable  yard  clean,  and  shall  not  permit  more  than  two  waggon 
loads  of  manure  to  accumulate  in  or  near  the  same  at  any  one  time.  The 
Local  Board  may  require  that  the  floors  of  all  stables  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  to  prevent  leakage,  and  that  the  receptacle  or  place  where  manure  is 
deposited  shall  be  so  constructed,  situated,  and  kept,  that  contamination  of 
the  soil  or  surface  or  well  water  shall  be  prevented. 

Diseased  animal.  27.  No  animal  affected  with  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall  be 
brought  or  kept  within  British  Columbia. 

Sewers  and  Drains. 


Duty  of  local  health  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  local  health  authorities  to  keep  in  repair 
authorities.  all  sewers  and  surface  drains  belonging  to  them,  and  to  cause  to  be  made 

such  sewers  and  surface  drains  as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  sewering 
and  draining  the  district  within  their  jurisdiction ; and  to  cause  the  sewers 
and  drains  belonging  to  them  to  be  constructed,  covered,  ventilated  and 
kept  so  as  not  to  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to  the  public  health,  and  also  to 
cause  such  sewers  and  drains  to  be  properly  cleansed  and  emptied. 

Compulsory  connec-  29.  Whenever  any  branch,  main  or  common  sewer  shall  extend  to  or  pass 
tion  of  houses.  by  the  premises  on  which  is  built  any  house,  the  owner  thereof  shall  cause 
all  water-closets,  sinks,  wash-tubs,  baths,  etc.,  in  the  said  house  or  premises 
to  be  properly  connnected  with  such  sewer  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  or 
regulations  of  the  local  health  authorities  or  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

Regulation  of  house  30.  All  house  drainage  or  plumbing  of  all  houses  or  buildings,  both  public 
drainage  and  plumb-  and  private,  hereafter  constructed  or  at  present  in  the  course  of  construction, 
ing-  shall  be  executed  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  or  plans  fixed  or 

approved  by  the  Local  or  Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

Plans  to  be  filed.  31.  Before  proceeding  to  construct  or  re-construct  any  portion  of  the 
plumbing  or  drainage  system  of  any  house,  the  owner,  or  the  contractor, 
plumber  or  person  constructing  or  having  charge  of  the  same,  shall  submit, 
for  approval  of  the  Local  Board,  plans  and  specifications  of  the  whole  plumb- 
ing and  drainage  system  of  such  house,  including  branches,  ventilating  pipes, 
traps,  closets  and  fixtures,  showing  location  and  sizes,  also  a particular 
description  of  the  building  and  premises  ; all  such  plans  shall  be  legibly 
drawn  in  ink  on  tracing  cloth,  to  a scale  of  eight  feet  to  the  inch,  and  such 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  Board  without 
any  unnecessary  delay,  if  possible  within  seven  days.  If  approved,  the  plans 
and  specifications  shall  be  filed  by  the  Board  ; and  after  a plan  has  been 
once  approved  of  no  alteration  will  be  allowed  except  on  the  written  applica- 
tion of  the  owner. 


Permit  to  be  ob- 
tained. 


Inspection  to  be 
made. 


32.  No  person  shall  construct,  or  re-construct,  alter  or  extend  any  portion 
of  the  house  drainage  or  plumbing  connected  therewith,  of  any  house  or 
premises,  or  make  connection  of  such  with  any  branch,  main  or  common 
sewer,  unless  he  shall  have  previously  submitted  the  plans  and  specifications 
as  aforesaid,  and  made  application  and  received  a permit  therefor  from  the 
Local  Board.  Blank  forms  of  application  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board. 

33.  The  person  erecting  any  building  or  constructing  any  house,  drainage 
or  plumbing  shall,  from  time  to  time,  notify  the  Local  Board  when  any  work 
is  ready  for  inspection,  and  all  such  work  shall  be  left  uncovered  and  con- 
venient for  examination  until  inspected  and  approved  of  by  the  Board,  or 
some  person  competent  to  make  the  inspection  appointed  by  the  Board  ; and 
no  such  work  shall  be  proceeded  with  or  finished  until  such  approval  in 
writing  has  been  obtained. 


Defective  drainage  34.  If,  upon  inspection,  the  drainage  or  plumbing  of  any  house  erected 
and  plumbing  to  be  prior  to  the  making  of  these  regulations  is  found  to  be  defective  and  danger- 
condemned.  ous  t,]ie  health  of  the  occupants,  the  same  shall  be  condemned,  and  plans 

shall  be  filed  and  new  work  or  alterations  shall  be  executed  in  accordance 
with  these  regulations. 


Plans  of  drainage 
already  constructed. 


35.  Whenever  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  Local  Board,  the  owner  of  any 
house  erected  prior  to  the  making  of  these  regulations  shall  forward,  to  be 
placed  on  file,  description  of  the  house  and  drawings  and  description  of  the 
drainage  and  plumbing  of  such  house. 
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Dwelling  Houses. 

36.  No  person  shall  let,  or  occupy,  or  suffer  to  be  occupied,  as  a dwelling 
or  lodging,  any  room  which — 

(a.)  Does  not  contain  at  all  times  at  least  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  Airspace, 
cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  person  occupying  the  same ; or 

(6.)  Has  not  a window  made  to  open  in  the  manner  approved  by  the  Local  Ventilation. 

Board  ; or 

(c.)  Has  not  appurtenant  to  it  the  use  of  a water-closet  or  earth-closet  Privy-closet, 
constructed  in  accordance  with  these  regulations  : 

And  every  room  in  which  a person  passes  the  night,  or  is  found  between 
midnight  and  five  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  occupied  as 
a dwelling  or  lodging  within  the  meaning  of  this  rule. 

37.  No  house  shall  be  built  in  or  upon  any  site,  the  soil  of  which  has  been  Soil  of  building  sites, 
made  up  of  any  refuse,  unless  such  shall  have  been  removed  from  such  site 

and  the  site  disinfected,  or  unless  the  said  soil  shall  have  been  covered  with 
a layer  of  charcoal,  covered  by  a layer  of  concrete  at  least  six  inches  thick, 
and  of  such  additional  thickness  as  may  be  requisite  under  the  circumstances 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  gases  into  such  proposed  house. 

Privy-closets. 

38.  No  privy-closet  shall  be  established  or  constructed  unless  the  same  be  Only  approved  water 
a water-closet  connected  with  a public  system  of  sewerage,  or,  by  approval  of  or  earth  closets 

the  Medical  Health  Officer,  drained  into  a cess-tank  made  of  galvanized  iron  aIloWL<b 
or  brick  set  in  cement,  branching  from  which  is  a system  of  subsoil  irrigation 
drains  laid  between  ten  to  fourteen  inches  under  the  surface,  and  so  arranged 
that  the  sewage  may  be  discharged  either  intermittently  or  alternately 
through  different  portions  of  the  system  ; or  unless  the  privy-closet  be  an 
earth  closet  of  a pattern  approved  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  consisting 
of  a water-tight  receptacle  placed  above  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  so 
arranged  that  it  may  be  emptied  or  removed  through  a hinged  door  or  lid. 

Sufficient  dry  earth  or  coal  ashes  to  absorb  all  the  fluid  parts  of  the  deposit 
must  be  thrown  upon  the  contents  of  such  earth-closet  daily  or  after  each 
use.  The  contents  of  all  cess-tanks  and  earth-closets  shall  be  emptied  and 
ultimately  disposed  of  as  prescribed  by  these  regulations  once  a month,  or 
oftener,  if  the  Medical  Health  Officer  thinks  fit. 

39.  All  privy-closets,  privy-pits  or  vaults,  cess-tanks  or  cess-pools  now  in  Other  closets  and 
use,  unless  constructed  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  preceding  rule,  are  cess-pools  declared 
hereby  declared  nuisances,  and  the  same  shall  be  thoroughly  emptied,  niusances- 
cleansed,  and  disinfected  and  filled  with  clean  earth.  The  contents  of  such 
privy-vaults  or  cess-pools  shall  be  disposed  of  as  prescribed  by  these  regulations. 

40.  The  contents  of  any  privy-vault  or  cess-pool  shall  not  be  removed  Removal  of  contents 
unless  previously  deodorized  by  mixing  with  a sufficient  quantity  of  dry  Privy-vaults,  etc. 
earth  or  coal  ashes  to  absorb  all  moisture,  and  during  its  transportraion  the 

material  shall  be  covered  with  a layer  of  fresh  earth,  except  the  removal 
shall  have  been  by  some  approved  “ Odorless  Excavating  Process.”
